AN HOUR WITH ANDREW JOHNSON. 


[The following is understood to be from the pen of the 
Hon. A. K. HcCInro:] 

I was of those, in an humble way, who fashioned 
Andrew Johnson into a Vice-President at Balti¬ 
more—having publicly supported his nomination 
before the meeting of the Convention and voted for 
him in that body. I have since then had occasion 
to oomplain of my own work, and have never, after 
the inauguration, been free from grave apprehen¬ 
sions as to the wisdom of that choice. Differing 
with most men who besiege the Executive depart¬ 
ment in this very imjiortant particular, that the 
Administration has no honors I aspire to, I may dif¬ 
fer with most of them also alike in the frankness 
with which I counsel, when invited to do so, and 

the convictions which result from contact with 
rulers. 

I found myself here on Friday, for the first time 
since February lost ; and during the afternoon of 
the same day called at the White House to see Pre¬ 
sident Johnson. I found the halls, the ante-cham¬ 
bers, and aU other available spaces around the Ex¬ 
ecutive room, crowded with a motley mass of men, 
with an anxious female face here and there, giving 
variety to the scene—ail waiting, uud some from 
day to day, to gain an interview with the President 
and plead for restoration of citizenship and proper¬ 
ty. Soon the door opened, and a genteel lady 
emerged from the President’s room, with a large 
official envelope clutched nervously in her hand, 
and a benignity of countenance that told more 
plainly thou words that another citizen had been 
bom again to the Republic. Soon after, another 
and then another came with the trophies of success, 
and as each one passed out the mass would sway 
toward the door to catch the name of the next one 
called. In a little tim e I gained admission and had 
my first interview with Andrew Johnson as Presi¬ 
dent. 

There are few men who could make a more fa¬ 
vorable impreesion upon a stranger on first ac¬ 
quaintance, than the President. He differs from 
Mr. Lincoln in moet external characteristics, and in 
many contrasts favorably. He lacks Mr. L in c o ln 's 
joUy humor ; improves upon his ungainly ways ; 
is vastly more diplomatic, and wears a uniform and 
quiet dignity that would have been shockingly out 
of place in his lamented predecessor, bnt which 
weU becomes the Chief Executive of a great nation. 
He is about five feet ten in height, rather stoutly 
and symmetrically built, has long hair well silvered

-in the Constitution of the United 

State* is evident from the fact that even the slaves, 
in their mixed condition of persons and property, 
form a pert of “ the people," and count each as 
three-fifths of a man in arriving at the number of 
people for whom a representative shafl be chosen, 
though the latter are elected by a smafler class 
called “ electors. ” The Constitution of the United 
States could not be more explicit than it is. It 
could not more plainly apply to the freedmen of 
tho South than it .does in these clauses. No Feder¬ 
al court can refuse to protect them in this right 

And yet the first act of the State administrations 
now partiafly in power in the Southern States, is 
to violate the Constitution by disarming the colored 
people. They have done this in Mississippi and 
Alabama, and are carrying out the same programme 
in South Carolina, and wifl undoubtedly pursue it 
in other Southern States. MV denounce it as a 
palpable violation of the Constitution of the United 
States, which should not for an hour be permitted. 

But it ia also without the shadow of excuse or 
necessity. Throughout four years of a fearful civil 
war the negroes have not in a single instance shown 
themselves unfit to be entrusted with arms. The 
massacres, insurrection*, ashiissinutions, and other 
displays of *avagery and barbarism which it was 
freely predicted they would commit, have afl been 
committed by their masters. On the contrary, the 
kindness, loyalty. Unionism, and chivalry, which 
were* so boastfully alaimcd bv their masters, have 
all been manifested, so far as they have been mani¬ 
fested at afl at the South, by the colored people. 
■Where one reason exists for disarming the negroes, 
a hundred exist for disarming the whites. No 
despotic and ruthless master envies the white his 
freedom, his wages, hia wife, or his children. No 
hostile neighbor threatens his house, person or pro¬ 
perty. He needs no arms in self-defence. The 
negro does. He is weak. He is not represented 
in the Legislature. He is barely and reluctantly 
free. In many districts his master is disposed to 
re-enslave him. His bouse is not yet hia castla. 
The courts do not yet protect him. The outrage*

A wise Reconstruction policy requires another Con¬ 
stitutional amendment. Our profession is Democracy.

Thus far in this country the ex¬ 
periment of a Democracy has been one in name only, 
not of fact. Classes, numerically a majority, hitherto 
have been excluded from suffrage. De Tocqueville 
wrote : “ There is no more invariable rule in aoc 
the farther electoral rights are extended, the m< 
felt the need of extending them ; * * * concession fol¬ 
lows concession, and no stop can be made short of] 
universal suffrage.” The time has arrived for us to 
mand Universal Suffrage. Abundant proof of the 
adequacy of partial suffrage exists in the political his¬ 
tory and present attitude of our nation. Our troubles 
have arisen, not as our enemies at home and abroad have 
asserted, because of our democracy, but from our want ] 
of it Our record is one of fearful transgression. 1 
have not only withheld suffrage from millions of c 
countrymen as fully entitled to it as ourselves, bnt 
have committed the flagrant outrage of convert! 
them into merchandise! 

The yet pending amendment of the Constitution 
abolishing and prohibiting slavery, will, when ratified, 
legally terminate chattelism. A glorious consummation 
indeed that will be. It is, however, insufficient as 
la ted to the welfare of the emancipated and the nation. 
It leaves the millions freed from chattel slavery still 
suffering disabilities greatly exceeding those which - 
forefathers rose in rebellion to oppose. Our readers 
have been faithfully apprised of the innumerable 
wrongs and shocking cruelties to wMch these people 
are now subjected, although the good faith of the 
nation is pledged to protect them in freedom.

Ho argued that it 
would “ be impossible to establish a permanent peace, 
and to avoid eternal wrangling, unless there were two 
sections of the present Constitution of the United 
Status expunged. The first of these relates to the 
Right of Suffrage, and is contained in the first clause Of ] 
section second, article first, and says : ‘ The electors 
each State shall have the qualifications requisite for the 
electors of the most numerous branch of the State 
Legislature ;’ this is too general— too democratic.'’ The 
other objectionable feature in the Constitution, as 
argued by Mr. Montague, is contained in the first 
clause of section eight, article 1, declaring the power o f 
Congress to lay and collect taxes, duties, imports, etc.

And their entreaty, and the 
counsel of the oldest and wisest present, and the 
earnest readiness with which every word was heard 
by all, proved unmistakably how momentous is 
the mission of every faithful Abolitionist at the 
present moment, and what solemn responsibilities 
still rest on the old American Ami-Slavery Society. 

The Fenians or the Frontier.—T he Herald says the 

Gov.-General of Canada, “having had under considera¬ 
tion the possibility that raids of Fenians may occur 
during the winter, has issued orders caHihg out for 
frontier service, for as long a period as may he neces¬ 
sary, one company of volunteers fr om each of the towns 
of Quebec, Montreal, Hamilton, London, Port Hope 
and Woodstock, and directing all officers of volunteer 
epips throughout the province to complete their num¬ 
bers and hold themselves in readiness for marching and 
actual service at a moment s notice.

To the Editor of the Standard: 

Sr*.-In a late issue yon gave a part of the great 
meeeh of B. Grata Brown on the suffrage question, and 
hUlv decided that, though long,-it was too good to 
be any of it omitted. Please find enclosed another 
part of that speech, winch many of your readers will 
feel, J think, is quite as good and as muoh to the point 
as some other ports of his good speech. 

And. by the wny, can any one tell ns why the 
creat advocates of Human Equality, such men as Wen¬ 
dell Phillips and Wm. L. Garrison, who a few years ago 
were hold champions for equality before the law for 
women, and gave eloquent lectures in behalf of the 
sex—more than one-half of the people of tho United 
States, oppressed by nnjnat laws and partial legisla¬ 
tion-now wholly ignore that part of toe subject, and 
forget that once when they were a weak party and 
needed nil toe womanly strength of the nation to holp 
them on, they always united too words “without 
regard to sex, race, or color?" Who ever hears of 
now from any of these champions of freedom ? 

Are toe four or five millions of hard working women
